According to information 
available, no grievances have been filed against him.

, A search of NEXIS, a computerized news retrieval 
service, disclosed no pertinent information concerning 
Mr. Christopher. 

On his Standard Form 86 dated January 6, 1993, 

Mr. Christopher indicated that he has been named in his official 
capacity in several lawsuits while serving as a Board member of 
the First Interstate Bancorp; the First Interstate Bank of 
California; the Lockheed Corporation; the Southern California 
Edison Corporation (SCEC); and Stanford University (SU). SU is 
currently under investigation by the Department of Justice (DOJ), 
the Department of the Navy, and the Defense Contract Auditing 
Agency in connection with indirect cost recovery matters. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Christopher indicated 
that he is named as one of the defendants in discrimination 
lawsuit filed by a Taiwanese-American lawyer in the Los Angeles 
Superior Court and the United States District Court, Central 
District of California. According to Mr. Christopher, this 
lawyer has been determined by the Los Angeles Superior Court to 
be a "vexatious litigant" as he has repeatedly sued leading law 
firms and their partners. To date, all such actions have been 
stayed. 


Mr. Christopher indicated that the law firm of 
O'Melveny and Myers is involved with litigation with the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC) concerning a failed thrift 
institution. He indicated that he has not been named a party in 
this litigation. 

Mr. Christopher advised that he is currently a member 
of The California Club, Los Angeles, California, which formerly 
discriminated on the basis of sex. The club no longer 
discriminates on any bases. 

During the course of this background investigation, the

several large general partnerships for their joint and several 
liability. Judge Kakita listened to Quinn's messages very carefully 
without any interruption. Quinn's speeches are always the longest 
of anyone in the American courtrooms which I have ever heard in my 
life. After all, he is Margaret Morrow's partner, and Judge Paul 
Boland is Ms. Margaret's husband. 

17. After listening to Quinn’s speech, Kakita quite strongly 
expressed his bias, prejudice and hostility against me. He wanted 
me to stop suing these general partners. The number of defendants 
is, unfortunately, dictated by the size of the defendant law 
partnerships being sued herein, and the fact that, in California# 
a judgment against a Partnership is NOT res judicata against any 
partners who are not joined. Dillard v. McKnight (1949) 34 Cal. 2d 
209, 215,209 P.2d 387. Kakita, as an experienced judge, clearly 

t * 

understands that all general partners are jointly and severally 
liable for the conduct of other general partners. He also clearly 
understands that these general partnerships have great financial 
trouble. For example, FJ paid its general partner only 

i 

approximately 60% of their entitlement in 1991. FJ is likely to go 
bankrupt before I enforce a judgement against it. Gibson, Dunn & 
Crutcher ("GDC") kept closing its offices due to bad financial 
performance. I was informed that O'Melveny & Myers ("OMM") has had 
cash flow problems for many years since the general partnership 
purchased approximately 50% of its building at 400 S. Hope Street 
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in Los Angeles, and all general partners guarantees such debts 
through their personal assets. 

18. The amount of recovery in most of my cases is several 
million dollars. I cannot afford to win a multi-million dollar 
lawsuit and receive a notice of insolvency or bankruptcy from the 
general partnership. My lawyer's research demonstrates that I must 
name each individual general partner as defendant, and serve them 
with a summons and complaint. Otherwise, I cannot enforce the 
judgement against each general partner's assets when the 
partnership' assets are insufficient or when the partnership goes 
into bankruptcy. Finley, Kumble, once the second largest law firm 
in the world, has filed bankruptcy and its partners are suing each 
other. Who can be sure that GDC, OMM, FJ, Graham & & James ("GJ"), 
Jeffer Mangels, Butler & Marmaro ("JMBM"), and Sheppard, Mullin, 
Richter & Hampton ("SMRH"), etc. will never file bankruptcy or will 

never be insolvent. If they would provide several million dollars 

* 1 

bond for the purpose of securing their debts and damages to me, I 
will be happy to dismiss each general partner without prejudice. 
Consequently, the number of defendants in each case would be less 
than seven (7). This would reduce my litigation expenses in serving 

P 

all general partners. 

19. On the other hand, I did not name all shareholders of QKM 
and Network Attorney Service (for their perjured declarations and 
other misconduct) as individual defendants, because I was informed 
that they are corporations and they are not general partnerships.

20. Kakita's hostility against me has led to his ruling 
against me in all subsequent hearings regardless what the law is. ; 

D. Kakita Allowed Ex Parte Communication With Highberger 

21. Defendant Highberger, without my lawyers' prior knowledge 

and consent, communicated with Kakita. A. true and correct, copy of 
Highberger's letter of November 25, 1992 is attached hereto as 

Exhibit E. Such ex parte communication demonstrates an extremely 
close relationship between Judge Kakita and defendant Highberger of 
GDC, who represents very powerful and influential persons, such as 
Warren Christopher, former Undersecretaries of State, and Mr.; 
Smith, former Attorney General. 

E. Kakita Has Become The I nstrumentality__of Opposing 

* *. 

Caucasian Lawyers 

22. I Was sanctioned for $1,500.00 by Judge Kakita for the 
failure of my clients to attend the unnoticed depositions, and 
unserved deposition subpoena. On the other hand,- when the 
employees and partners of Fulbright & Jaworski ("FJ"), and Quinn, 
Kully & Morrow ("QKM") refused to attend their properly noticed 
depositions. Judge Kakita refused to impose sanctions against them 
at the June 17, 1992 hearing. In essence, FJ's and QKM's lawyers 
are Caucasian and are his conspirators. 
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23. I have reason to believe, that Judge Kakita and at least 
one more judge have participated in the manipulation of the 
judicial system with opposing Caucasian lawyers and law firms 
directly or indirectly. Judge Kakita would be a material witness., 
in the causes of action against those law firms, such as inducing 
judges to breach judicial duty, conspiracy, and manipulation of the 
judicial system. (The complaint in Christopher and Castellano cases 
will be amended to ref lect these facts). This fact alone would lead 
to Judge Kakita*s disqualification. 

24. As part of conspiracy and judicial manipulation, John 
Quinn of QKM and William Highberger of GDC have induced virtually 
all my former counsel to reveal attorney-client communications and 
other confidential matters. Tarlow, Hollingsworth, Castellano, 
Araiza and Wesley Rusch are the best examples. 

25. There are only two sides in litigation, all of Caucasian

lawyers of the opposition with some of my former Caucasian lawyers 
and the judges, on one side, but me, as a non-Caucasian lawyer, on 
the other side. 

26. I fora the above belief because of many facts. The 
following are some of the facts: 

(1). Ms. Margaret M. Morrow, a named partner of QKM is 
the wife of Judge Paul Boland, who was the judge assigned in Shigll 
v. Christopher, et al . He recused himself as a judge in that case 
even though his wife and Qkm were not involved in that action in 
anv wav. In light of the close relationship between Ms. Morrow of 
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1 qkM and her husband, between Judge Boland and Judge Kakita, between 

2 Judge Kakita and John Quinn of QKM, and between Judge Kakita and 

3 Defendants Highberger, and partners of GDC and OMM, as well as in 

4 light of the fact that the FJ case was brought by QKM against me, 

5 my lawsuit against QKM, and other factors. Judge Kakita should be 

6 disqualified. There is no possibility that he will be fair in 

7 judgement.

(2). In order to rescue the defendants in the Christopher 

10 case, the Castellano case, and other cases, such as ghiqh y . . . 

11 FbP.rshoff - FJ & QKM. et al. , from my prosecution of their tortious 

12 acts, the opposing Caucasian lawyers and judges formed one or more 

13 conspiracies to manipulate the judicial system. As part of their 

14 conspiracy, the following events occurred:

a. First, the court assigned all of my cases, which 

17 are clearly related, to Judge Kakita. £2—v*— ghiefr j. 

18 Hollinaswnrth. et al ("FJ" case) is not the lowest number case, and 

19 Judge Kakita is not familiar with that case yet. AraUa Vt , Shie ld 

20 et al . GC 004191 ("Araiza" case) was filed much earlier than the FJ

27. The evidence is very clear that! 
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! ( 1 ) . Prior to Judge, Kakita's actions, no one ever filed 

2 a motion to declare me a vexatious litigant.; Nor has any judge 

3 issued an order to show cause why I should not be declared a 

4 vexatious litigant. I was never declared a vexatious litigant 

5 through any due process of law. I Was declared a vexatious litigant 

6 through Judge Kakita, Ms. Morrow and their conspirators•s own 

7 conspiracy. Without due process of law., CCP 391(b)(4) is not

10 (2).; I am not in p ropria persona, nor did I reP<?3t3dlV

14 391(b)(3) is absolutely not applicable. 

(a) .; I was represented by my lawyers in all cases, 
and Was not in pro per. 

(b) . The spirit of the statute is to prevent non- 
lawyers from engaging in vexatious litigation because 
the state bar cannot discipline them. I am a lawyer,- 
and thus the statute is not applicable to me. Further, 
I have never repeatedly done anything described - in 
CCP 391(b)(3). Third, I am a plaintiff. I would 
like to pursue my remedies as soon as possible. 
There is no reason for me to delay any proceedings. 
The delay, if any, is by defendant, such as 
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defendant Tar low, whom I axn suing for malpractice and 
other causes of action in the Christopher case.; In light 
of the bad economy/ I need to receive my monetary 
damages as soon as possible before defendants go 
bankrupt.; 

(c).; The vast majority of pleadings and papers were 
signed by my lawyers, and those papers Which were 
signed by me as a lawyer to my clients, cannot be 
evidence that I am a Vexatious litigant.

They were prepared, reviewed, 
and/or edited by my lawyers.; This is different from a 
non-lawyer acting in pro per. 

(dj .; I have never personally conducted any

to the motions considered at the hearing. Ritt, QKM and FJ are 
defendants in Shieh v. Ebershoff. et al . 

30. In the course of the litigation. Judge Kakita always 

takes defendants' lies as true. Judge Kakita is concerned only With

the names of the parties, not the merits of the pleadings. He would 
always find.'a., reason to rule against me no matter what the law is.; 

31 . in, the FJ case, my lawyer filed a motion to quash the 
summons and complaint and for a protective order on the grounds. 
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among others# that I was not served With the summons and complaint. 
Kakita believed only the false and inconsistent declarations of 
Frank Pedomo, but not me. 

32. I have never used my "corporate clients as lead 
plaintiff in order to evade detection as a vexatious litigant" and 
"Say ,& Say" is not my alter ego shell. GDC's motion# p.; 1, lines 
10-13. Because I am not a litigator# I have never seen section 
391, et al concerning vexatious litigants until recently.; How 
could I evade detection as a vexatious litigant.; As a matter of 
fact# my "Standard California Code 1990 Edition" does not even have 
section 391(h) (3) and (4)—these are new subsections. Host of the 
cases cited by the defendants in their vexatious litigant motions 
were filed in or about 1987# before those two subsections became 
the law. 

33. With respect to L. c. Hsieh v. Christopher 's federal 
action# the judge changed her mind and let plaintiff voluntarily 
dismiss the entire action and allowed plaintiff to refile the 
entire action# as the Christopher case in the state court. The 
federal judge by her subsequent order has kept the RICO and Lanham 
Act causes of action alive.; GDC's statements are misleading. GDC#

34. : The Christopher action is not to relitigate the same 
causes of action as in the Newman and Thompson cases. Rather, as 
defendants admitted in their opposition to the Christopher cases'

After the 
"Notice of Related Case and Request for Replacement of 
Judge Kakita" was filed on December 10, 1992, when the 
motion to disqualify was filed. Judge Kakita still wanted 
to dismiss all of my cases,, although I am loot certain 
that I will win both cases as long as there are fair 
trials.

At the Attornev/Cteneral’s invitation, the Director, you and I 
joined the Attorney General tAGmor lunch at 1:00 p.m., July 7, 1967. The 
purpose”.of the luncheon wasrto inttpduce the Director to the new Deputy 
\N Attorney General, Warreifchristophe r. Also present at the luncheon were 
* Y Assistant Attorneys General Vinson and Rogovin.

In the initial phases of the luncheon there was brief discussion 
regarding the resort areas of California. Mr .^Christopher expressed pleasure 
at the Director’s liking of such areas. He also indicated' that former Central 
Intelligence Director John McCone asked that his best regards be extended to 
the Director. The Director told Christopher that he thought McCone and 
Christopher did a fairly good job in conducting the investigation of the‘Watts 
situation. This brought up conversation by the AG with respect to current 
day riots. The AG indicated that matters had been fairly quiet for the last 
several nights. 




Both the AG and Christopher asked several questions regarding 
subversive connections with respect to riots. The Director indicated that -* 
subversive influences usually did not precipitate the riots, however, such 
sources joined in and carried on the riots once they were started; He c.ited 
several examples in this connection. The healthy influence of .middle class

The AG asked the Director if*all tile statistics regarding fiscal 
year 1967 had been received with respect to organized crime. The Director 
gave the AG. a complete rundown in this regard and indicated that for the past 
three years these statistic^ had definitely been increased in comparison with 
the previous year. The Director'told the AG, with respect to gambling, that 
in fiscal year 1964 the FBlhad recoVded r 56j<?op^p ti5ns£ that-there had been

90 convictions in fiscal year 1965; 98 convictions in fiscal year 1966; and over 
120 convictions during the present fiscal year. The Director also told the AG 
that in addition to these convictions, over 300 individuals were , awaiting prose¬ 
cution in connection with violations of the antigambling statutes. The Director 
then recited case histories of several leading Cosa Nostra figures, including 
Patriarca, Giancana and Battaglia. He detailed for the AG the arrests and 
convictions of these individuals during the past fiscal year. He told the AG that 
Giancana had been hurt so badly that he had been deposed as leader of the Cosa 
Nostra in Chicago. Giancana’s successor has now also been deposed. 

The AG expressed.great pleasure over the Director’s revelations. 
He stated this was. indeed a healthy trend and certainly showed excellent 
accomplishments on the part of the FBI. 

The Director told the AG that our accomplishments could be even 
higher if the Department would see to it that various vacancies in judgeships 
and Assistant U. S. Attorney, posts could be filled. The AG told the Director 
that he would appreciate receiving information regarding individual locations 
in vhich gambling, cases were waiting to be tried and there were vacant judge- 
ships. The Director told the AG that we constantly send over communications 
to the Department and that such communications usually contain.the information 
with respect to cases awaiting trial. AAG Vinson indicatedithat'the matter of 
vacant judgeships was more critical than the matter of filling in Assistant U. S. 
Attorney posts. The Director agreed but stated that both were vitally important 
to successful and expeditious prosecution of,FBI cases. The AG agreed. 

There followed a brief conversation with respect to various 
newspaper personalities, including Drew Pearson and Joseph Alsop. The AG 
denounced as absolutely false the latest two references to him by Drew Pearson 
in columns appearing during the past four days. The Director specifically 
stated that the reference to him by Pearson with respect to favoring certain 
legislation had.also been absolutely false. 

The luncheon ended at approximately 2:20 p. m. The new Deputy 
Attorney General, indicated that he .was looking forward to working with the FBI. 
The Director told him that he should call on us at any time we could be of service. 

ACTION: The Special Investigative and General Investigative Divisions, in 

sending future Communications to the Department relative to 
vacant judgeships.and.vacant Assistant U. S. Attorney posts, should specifically 
mention those instances in#which organized crime cases are awaiting trial.

Warren Minor Christopher was born in Scranton, North Dakota, 
October 27, 192.5, the son of Ernest William and Catharine Anna 
(Lemen) Christopher. He attended grammar school and one year of 
high school in Scranton public schools, finishing his high school 
course at Hollywood High School in Los Angeles in 1942. He spent 
his first two years of college at the University of Redlands, where 
he was president of the sophomore class and editor of the university 
newspaper. He had entered the Navy in the V-12 program in June, 
1943, and in February, .1944, he was transferred to the NROTC unit 
at the University of Southern California, from which he graduated 
B.S. in 1945 magna cum laude and a member of Phi Kappa Phi 
scholastic society. Following graduation he served in the Pacific 
Theatre of the war aboard a Navy fleet oiler and later, an attack

transport. He was honorably discharged in 7.546 with the rank of 
lieutenant junior grade. 

Following his discharge/ Christopher entered Stanford Law 
School, graduating LL.B. in 1949. In his senior year/ he was presi- 
> dent of the board of editors of Vol. I of the Stanford taw Review 
and was elected to the Order of the Coif. 

During the 1949 term of the Supreme Court of the United States 
he was law clerk to Mr. Justice Douglas. On October 1, 1950, he 
entered the O'Melveny office and on January 1, 1958/ became a 
partner. His work has been largely in the Field of litigation. 

In 1957/ Christopher was invited by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to File a brief and present oral argument as a friend of 
the court in the case of Lambert v. California .’ In December, 1958, 
Governor-elect Edmund G. Brown asked Christopher to act as his 
special counsel during the period of the preparation of the Gover¬ 
nor's initial program and messages to the legislature. In this capac¬ 
ity, he spent four months at Sacramento on leave from the O'Mel- 
veny office. 

In 1961 Christopher was appointed by the Secretary of State as 
chairman of the United States delegation to the United States-Japan 
Cotton Textile Negotiations with the rank of minister. On this mis¬ 
sion, hespenta month inTokyo, after which'he was appointed chair¬ 
man of the United States delegation to the October, 1961, Geneva 
Conference on Cotton Textiles, where sixteen nations were repre¬ 
sented. These conferences resulted in an international agreement un¬ 
der which the nations exporting cotton textiles may be required to re¬ 
strain their exports to avoid disruption of domestic markets in other 
countries. At the same time, the agreement was designed to insure 
that developing nations would have increasing opportunities to en¬ 
gage in cotton textile trade and to earn essential foreign exchange. 
During the period of these conferences from July to October, 1961, 
Christopher also acted as special consultant to Undersecretary of 
State George W. Ball. At the conclusion of this work Christopher re-

ceived a personal letter from President Kennedy expressing his deep 
appreciation of "the effort, the imagination, and the devotion dis¬ 
played both in Geneva and in Tokyo," and stating that the agree¬ 
ments reached made an important contribution "to the interests of 
our domestic industry and to the foreign relations of the United 
States." Christopher has continued since 1961 to serve as con¬ 
sultant to the State Department on foreign economic problems. In 
connection with this work, he traveled to London, Geneva and 
Rome in the spring of 1964 and to Tokyo in June, 1965, as special 
representative of the Secretary of State. 

Since i960 Christopher has been a public member of the Califor¬ 
nia Coordinating Council for Higher Education, a body created by 
the legislature to coordinate the growth and educational programs 
of the nine branches of the state university, the eighteen state col¬ 
leges, and the seventy-two public junior colleges. In 1963 and again 
in 1964 he was elected president of the Council. He has also been a 
member of the Board of Governors and secretary of Town Hall.* 
Christopher is me author of an article entitled "The Outer Con¬ 
tinental Shelf Lands Act: Key to a New Frontier," published in the 
Stanford Lazo Review , December, 1953 (Vol. 6 , No. 1). In 1955- 
1956 he was editor in chief of the Los Angeles Bar Bulletin. He has 
also contributed articles to Bar Association publications. 

In 1956, Christopher was married to Marie Josephine Wyllis, and 
they have three children, Scott Wyllis, Thomas Warren, and Kristen 
Ingrid. He also has a daughter, Lynn Southgate Christopher, by a

Su preme Court of the United States, Washington, D. C., advised 
SA l I that in 1949-5.0 CHRISTOPHER was his Law 

Clerk at the Supreme Court and as such did an excellent job. 
DOUGLAS stated that since CHRISTOPHER left his office In 1950 
he has seen him on four or five occasions when he has returned 
to this area from California and has had several conferences 
with him both on a professional and social'basis. Justice 
DOUGLAS stated that at one time Governor PAT BROWN of California 
asked CHRISTOPHER to allow him to put his name up for appoint¬ 
ment to the Court of Appeals in the State of California and that 
CHRISTOPHER had come to Washington, D. C., to consult with 
DOUGLAS concerning this appointment. DOUGLAS stated that 
CHRISTOPHER had really wished to remain as an active attorney 
in a law firm rather than as a judge and also felt that he 
was at that time too young to be named a judge in the Court 
of Appeals for the State of California. DOUGLAS stated that 
after discussing all of CHRISTOPHER’S desires in the matter, 
he too told CHRISTOPHER that he would wait before accepting 
an appointment to the bench., DOUGLAS continued by stating 
that later on Governor BROWN wished to appoint CHRISTOPHER 
to the Supreme Court of California and again CHRISTOPHER and 
DOUGLAS conferred, but that again CHRISTOPHER declined the 
offer. 


DOUGLAS stated that in his opinion CHRISTOPHER Is 
a highly intelligent man who has an excellent knowledge of 
the law and vhom he would heartily recommend for practically 
any job involving a knowledge of the law, and certainly would 
recommend him for appointment to the National Committee on 
Codes, Zoning, and Taxation. DOUGLAS stated that he based 
this opinion on his personal knowledge of CHRISTOPHER plus the 
fact that he was Vice-Chairman of the California Governor’s 
Committee to investigate the Watts Riot in Los Angeles, and 
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that DOUGLAS had read the report put out by that committee and 
he considered it extremely "well done. He stated that he was 
well aware of the part that CHRISTOPHS had played in this 
Investigation inasmuch as he and CHRISTOPHER had conferred .on 
several occasions.
